The Scientific American says that 
after years of thorough testing and 
experimenting, the officials of the 
Burlington Railroad have come to the 
conclusion that the use of concrete for 
ties is not satisfactory, and that the 
most satisfactory solution of the tie 
problem is to treat wood so that it will 
withstand the action of the elements. 
Accordingly they have decided to con¬ 
struct a large plant for treating ties, 
bridge timbers, etc., with creosote. This 
plant will be the largest and most com¬ 
plete of its kind in the world. It will 
cost about $270,000.
